July 10 - Sept. 23 CONTEMPORARY ART FROM CLEVELAND COLLECTIONS 

An exhibition in two parts; the July 10 - Aug. 12 section will 
include works by artists active during the early years of the 
20th century and some older masters still working. From Aug. 20 - 
Sept, 23 more recent works by younger artists will be shown. 
Included are Vlaminck, Picasso, Utrillo, Dubuffet, Baziotes, Calder, 
Arp, Afro, Stamos, Lipchitz and Chillida.
